STATEMENT BY MR. STEVEN S. PAYNE 

Sir: 

In support of fee Petition to Revive Under 37 CER 1 .1370>) submitted concurrently 
herewith, please consider the following information. 

1 . I, Steven S. Payne^ am the attorney who rq)resented Applicant? in filing United 
States Patent Application No, 10/575,806 ("the '806 application") on April 13, 2006. 

2. The April i 3, 2006 Transmittal Letter authorized ihe filing fees to be chai-ged to a 
credit card. Howevear, the credit card declined 

3. A Notice of Insufifictent Basic National Fc« Required was mailed on October 23, 
2006, and a Notice of Abandonment was mailed on December 1» 2008. 

4. 1, as a sole practitioner, had the sole right to pay the filing fees, reply to the 
October 23, 2006 Notice, aid revive the '806 application after abandonment. 

5. The reasons for my Mime to pay the filing fees, and for not filing a petition to 
revive the application in a timely fashion, I believe can be attributed to my mental state during 
the time in question- 

6. In 2003, 1 was diagnosed by Dr. S. Mark Tanen with a Thyroid disease, 
specifically Hashimoto's dise^e. In Hashimoto's, antibodies react against proteitis in the 
Thyroid gland causing gradual desmiction of the gland itself and making the gland unable to 
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produce the thyroid hormones the body needs- As a result, I have hmn taking S>Tithroid, a 
th>it>id replacement homione, everyday. Since 2003, my thyroid condition has contmued to 
gradually deteriorate and Dr Tanen has had to raise my daily dosage of S>iithroid several times, 

7. It IS well known that some of the most profound effects on tli>Toid liomione 
imbalance are in tiie mental arena. Some people with Hashimoto's disease may sleep easily but 
do not get fiiO refreshment from their sleqp. During waking hours, they experience fetigiie, 
apathy and **brain fog'* (short-term memory problems and attention deficits). These problems 
may affect their daily fimctionmg and cause increased stress and dq>ression. See EXHIBITS A- 
C for more background on thyroid disorders. 

8, The usual treatment for Hashimoto's is taking thyroid hormones in pill form such 
as the Synthroid I was prescribed. 

9. 1 slowly but steadily started to experience the mental issues such as apatliy, brain 
fog and depression. But since they did not occur qukkly but rather developed slowly over time, 
I did not recognize nor associate these problems with my thyroid disorder I am also a very 
private person so I did not share these problems witli my fanily, Dr, Tanen or anyone, I simply 
maintained a facade that all was well even thou^ some days at work would simply fly by in a 
fog and nothing would be accomplished. 

10, Through 2005-2007> my condition continued to worsen and my depression grew 
profbmid. Maiiy work rel ated thmgs were late or missed because of my lack of concentration 
and the depression I was suffering. Since I am a sole practitioner, there were no colleagues to 
notice the problems. 

1 L In January of 2008 and again in April of 2008, 1 attempted suicide, 

12. After the second suicide attempt, I could no longer maintain my facade and my 
iamily demanded to know what was happening with me. As a result, I told my family and my 
clients what had been going on. 

1 3. 1 also went to Dr, Tanen to teli him what was happening, Afier hearing of my 
condition, he told me that he wished I had come to him and told him about these symptoms when 
they first started to occur. There are two t>pes of thvxoid homione^: L3 mid L4. Syiithroid is an 
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L4 homione replacement. While the ase of Synthroid is 1k€ usual ft'eatment for HasiiiiBOto*iS 
disease, some people who are experiencmg fee same mental problems 1 was experiencmg wMJa 
just taking Synthroid have found that a combination of L3 and L4 replacement homiones can 
greatly reduce tiie mental problems associated with this disease. Doctors are reluctant however 
to prescribe L3 to patients that are x^ot experiencing the mental problems associated with the 
disease becmise 1.3 hormones can cause damage to the heart. Witii Dr. Tanen's help, I am now 
on a combination of prescription thugs Synthroid (L4) and Cytomel (L3) and I am enjoying a 
reduction of my symptoms. For brevity I have not gone into the complicated medical theory 
regarding thyroid disease and the differences betw^een L3 and L4 replacement hormones but have 
attached EXHIBITS A-C in support for my stafements above. I would particularly recommend 
EXHIBIT A. the article entitled *'Use of T3 Thyroid Hormone To Treat Depression' by Dr. Gabe 
Mirkin. 

14. My failure lo pay the filing fees, and promptly file a petition to revive the 
application was unintentional and was due to the mental state I was experiencing during the time 
in question,
